UVic’s top academic achievers for 1981-82 
were honored at the annual Awards Recog¬ 
nition Ceremony Oct. 27 in the University 
Centre Auditorium. 

Almost 1,000 students received scholar¬ 
ships, bursaries or other awards. 

Topping the list of more than 8,000 U Vic 
undergraduates who wrote examinations 
in May of 1982 were five students who each 
earned an incredible Grade Point Average 
(GPA) of 9, the equivalent of A-plus in all 
subjects. 

Andrew Paul Kuprat, a co-operative 
education student in the Physics Depart¬ 
ment, scored top marks in second-year stu- 
^ dies. He received an R.T. Wallace 
q Commemorative Scholarship of $700, a 
*0 B.C. Telephone Scholarship of $600, a 
Frank and Margaret Gibbs Scholarship of 
$ $200 and a Seaspan International Scholar- 

^ ship of $150, for a total of $1,650. 

Andrew John Weaver received a GPA of 
•S 9 in third-year studies in physics and app- 
^ lied mathematics. He received a Wallace 
>> scholarship of $700, the Molson Compan- 
^ ies Scholarship of $500 and a B.W. Pearse 
£0 Scholarship in mathematics of $400. 

-2 Philip Henry Spencer received top 
9 marks in first-year studies in Arts and 
j-F Science. He has already received the presti¬ 
gious $15,000 Fessenden-Trott Scholar¬ 
ship, the largest single award ever received 
by a UVic undergraduate student. He also

H. Douglas Round has been declared the 
winner after an official recount in an Alma 
Mater Society (AMS) by-election Oct. 27 
and 28 to choose a new student Vice- 
* President Finance. , 

Round polled 221 votes in the election, 
16 more than runner-up Dale Ede, a former 
AMS vice-president and presidential can¬ 
didate. Election regulations call for a 
recount when there are <20 votes or less 
separating the top two candidates. 1 

About 700 students voted in the election 
which also saw six ordinary directors 
elected to the AMS Board of Directors 
(BOD). 

Round takes over as an AMS vice- 
president from Sandro Laudadio who was 
appointed to the position from among BOD 
directors earlier this year. Laudadio took 
over the finance post after the election 
winner in March resigned. 

Laudadio resigned as vice-president 
and was successful in winning a director’s 
seat. Dan Marshall led the candidates for 
the BOD, with Marc Fike, lisa Tansey, 
Charles Menzies and Warren Huxley also 
elected. 

Huxley won after a recount by six votes 
over Jane Lake for the sixth and final dirlec- 
tor’s position.available in the election.

Canadian Professors for Peace in the Mid¬ 
dle East (CPPME), an independent organi¬ 
zation of academics concerned with the 
achievement of peace in the Middle East, 
has formed a U Vic chapter and will present 
its first speaker in a free public meeting 
co-sponsored by the UVic Chaplains’ 
office. 

Dr. Howard Adelman, professor of phi¬ 
losophy and Director of the Refugee Docu¬ 
mentation Centre at York University, will 
speak on “Lebanon: An Eyewitness 
Account”, Nov. 8 at 7:30 p.m. in MacLaurin 
D283. Adelman was recently in Lebanon 
speaking to Lebanese, Israeli and Palesti¬ 
nian officials. 

He is the founder of Operation Lifeline, 
which organized the immigration to Can¬ 
ada of the south-east Asian refugees 
known as “boat people”, and has lectured 
extensively on the Middle East and refugee 
issues to government, public and academic 
groups.

Understanding and 
Dialogue 

During the past two years Chaplains’ Services 
has sponsored events for Jewish-Christian dia¬ 
logue. We have learned how unpracticed we are 
at Inter-faith dialogue and how much there is to 
learn about each other. This year we plan a 
Jewish-Christian-Muslim dialogue about 
which we are even less practiced. The present 
Chaplains are only Christian, but we are enjoy¬ 
ing a growing fellowship with Jewish, Muslim, 
and Buddhist communities.

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'When in the chronicle of wasted time’ 



Many students, faculty members and others 
attending the annual Awards Recognition 
Ceremony in University Centre, Oct. 27, have 
suggested that the message of guest speaker 
Derril Warren should be shared with a wider 
audience. We agree. Warren, 43, was born in 
Saskatoon, Sask. and attended the University 
of Saskatchewan and the University of British 
Columbia before completing his LL.B. studies 
at Dalhousie University and obtaining an 
LL.M. degree at Harvard. A Kelowna lawyer, 
he was the leader of the provincial Progressive 
Conservatives from 1971 to 1973 and most 
recently conducted a one-man inquiry and 
wrote a report on electoral boundaries in B.C.

Sixteen months ago I was called back to Regina, 
Saskatchewan, to be told that my father required a 
life-threatening operation. Following the opera¬ 
tion, the surgeon informed our family that my 
father would not recover. Indeed, stated the doctor, 
he would pass on within hours. 

For 17 days my father remained in a coma and 
those 17 days provided me with an opportunity to 
do some thinking and reflecting. He was a young 
man in years and in spirit, and as I held his hand 
unable to communicate with him, one thought kept 
recurring; it was this: during our life together—our 
“chronicle of time”—I had wasted so many pre¬ 
cious moments that could have been better util¬ 
ized, particularly in expressing by my conduct my 
great sense of appreciation for his many gifts to 
me. 

While I never wanted for the necessities of life, 
his gifts were much more than material things. 
They were matters of the spirit, starting with the 
gift of life and developing into gifts of love, encour¬ 
agement, companionship, respect, and, in the con¬ 
text of this evening’s celebration, the gift of the 
opportunity to expand, intellectually, my well¬ 
being. 

For the most part, I always said “thank you” as 
I’m sure you have, but I concluded in that sterile 
hospital room that the words “thank you” were as 
sterile as the room itself. 

Shakespeare’s words, “when in the chronicle of 
wasted time” have thus come to mean for me that I 
had let slip by an enormous amount of time as 
measured by human life without consistently and 
meaningfully expressing my gratitude, primarily 
through my conduct, to my father. 

You—all of you—are very gifted people: those of 
you who are recipients of awards, your gifts speak 
for themselves: those of you who are here to cele¬ 
brate the joy that comes with recognition of a loved 
one, you are equally gifted albeit in a different 
fashion. 

I too have experienced the “glow” that radiates 
from a successful university accomplishment, but 
there is, I suggest, an identifiable human defi¬ 


ciency which often—not always—accompanies 
the gift of intellectual superiority and it is, per¬ 
haps, the worst of all human failings. 

Simply put, it is this: People blessed with spe¬ 
cial intellectual gifts are often so preoccupied in 
developing those gifts that they tend to forget to 
express their true feelings of appreciation to those 
people who have made it all possible. 

Our desire for material betterment, our quest for 
continued intellectual improvement, our thirst for 
the best for our offspring, the challenge of intellec¬ 
tual competition and the drive to be in the upper 
echelon, all tend to, unknowingly, result in a cast¬ 
ing aside of our true obligations to those who 
played the greatest role in bringing it all about. 

It would be presumptuous of me to declare for 
your consumption a code of appreciation, but per¬ 
haps it would not be unfitting if I informed you of 
those matters which I feel could be included in a 
code of conduct which have occurred to me since 
the passing of my father. 

Permit me to advance a few suggestions: 

1. Parents need a sense of belonging. They must 

conclude from your conduct that they do 
belong. 

2. Parents enjoy a sense of sharing problems. For 
the most part, they have “been there”. 

3. Parents require a sense of self-respect for there 
are too many signals in advancing age that 
crush one’s sense of self-respect without also 
experiencing a perceived loss of importance to 


one’s children. 

4. Parents seek a sense of loyalty to family tradi¬ 
tions and principles, they need to know their 
efforts were not wasted. 

5. Parents respond to a sense of touching , you are 
never too old, too young or too in-between to 
refuse to offer your hand to the hand of your 
parents or your arm around their shoulder. 

6. Parents are thrilled by correspondence and vis¬ 
its , for they too often feel they are forgotten 
when they are alone. 

7. Parents require good listeners for too often they 
are ignored. 

8. Parents need patient understanding for times 
change so dramatically it is sometimes difficult 
for them to adjust to Tofler’s “future shock”. 

Finally, when one attempts to set out a personal 
code of appreciation for past gifts, something 
wonderful happens—for what we are really doing 
is defining the undefinable—we are defining what 
“love” really means—we have advanced from the 
vacant, verbal “thank you” to the more difficult 
but more meaningful concept of appreciative 
conduct. 

My desire was not to dampen your well- 
deserved evening of joy—I wish you all continued 
success. But if I had but one gift to give you it 
would most certainly be the gift of loving, and 
conveying that love.

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CKLR will be a training ground for announcers

The Alma Mater Society’s low power FM 
radio station, CKLR, if licenced, will be the 
only non-commercial radio station in 
Victoria. 

As such it will have tremendous oppor¬ 
tunities, say organizers. Because there is 
no CBC station in Victoria, the scope for 
UVic’s station is larger than ever. 

“The new radio station will cover arts, 
theatre, sports, have heavy orientation on 
information, and because it will be non¬ 
commercial, can take a chance on a per¬ 
former whc has potential,” says Robert 
Osborne, former Simon Fraser University 
radio station manager who has been hired 
to help organize and get the station 
underway. 

If licenced, CKLR will have a broadcast- 
. ing radius of eight kilometers and expects 
to fill the role of a campus-community sta¬ 
tion. UVic radio hopes to be broadcasting 
closed circuit in the Student Union Build¬ 
ing within four weeks. However, getting on 
the air waves is going to be a much longer 
process. 

CRTC, who regulate the air waves, 
holds hearings every six months. Before an 
application can even be filled, a “promise 
of performance” must be hammered out. 
“The promise of performance is an all- 
powerful document which maps out almost 
minute by minute what you’ll be broadcast¬ 
ing,” says Osborne. 


“You have to paint the picture so they 
can envision what your program is. The 
promise of performance commits you for 
five years. When it goes in you want to be 
absolutely satisfied. An amendment can 
take six months to a year to be approved.” 
f Another key issue being addressed is the 
legal structure of the radio station. This 
also, is an important factor in the licence 
application. Whether the radio club should 
be an independent society or a subsidiary 
of the AMS, as well as what role the admin¬ 
istration and faculty will play are ques¬ 
tions being explored. 

Actually obtaining an LPFM licence to 
broadcast publicly could take between one 
and two years, according to David Clode. 
“The CRTC is an extremely complex 
bureaucracy—perhaps to discourage those 
who entertain the idea frivolously,” he 
says. “We have been burning up the long 
distance wires trying to determine exactly 
what they want. It seems impossible to talk 
to anyone who can give you the whole 
picture.” 

In the meantime the radio society is pre¬ 
paring drawings for the layout of the stu¬ 
dios. Two studios are planned. One will be 
large enough for a quartet to do a live show 
or record. Estimates for construction aie 
presently being obtained from buildings 
and grounds. 

Tenders are also out to about 12 compan¬ 
ies for the sound equipment and will be in 
by mid-November. As soon as the broad¬ 


cast console arrives the radio club will set 
up and broadcast closed circuit in the SUB. 

This will provide an opportunity for 
practice, training and feedback, and will be 
a good initiation period, notes Osborne. 

“We hope to train about 40 to 50 volun¬ 
teers this year and gradually build up a 
base of about 150 people around campus. 
Volunteers would do about three hours of 
broadcasting a week.” 

Those interested in volunteer work with 
the radio station can get in touch with Greg 
Johnson, station manager, at room 241 in 
the Student Union Building. “It’s an excel¬ 
lent opportunity for people interested in 
careers in radio,” says Osborne. “Campus 
radio has provided the experience and 
training for many people in commercial 
radio today.” 

“UVic’s radio station will also offer 
opportunities for the creative writing 
department and for guest writers to do 
readings,” Osborne says enthusiastically. 

“The drama department can put on 
radio dramas, and the music department 
will have an opportunity to broadcast. It is 
hoped that the whole university commun¬ 
ity will become involved.” 

As well, letters have been sent to organi¬ 
zations in the outside community advising 
that UVic radio will be covering special 
events in the community, from arts and 
crafts to sports. Response has been 
enthusiastic. 

“The station is in a nice position,” he 


says. A $3 levy from the activity fees has 
been approved for the radio club which will 
provide a budget of $20,000 a year. This will 
mean there won’t be a great need for 
sponsorship.” 

Osborne says he is pleased to have Jay 
Thomson as program director. Thomson,^ 
law student, has had experience with cam¬ 
pus radio at Acadia University. Other 
members of the operating executive and 
staff are Rick Andrews, music director; 
John Woods, publicity; Greg Johnson, sta¬ 
tion manager; lisa Tansey, secretary; 
Graeme Hughuet, technical director; Janet 
Anderson, news director; Bob Warrender, 
production manager and Heather McKay, 
business manager. 

Osborne himself worked five years as a 
volunteer for a CBC affiliate at the Cana¬ 
dian Forces base at Lahrs, West Germany. 
Before coming to UVic, he was station 
manager at SFU, two and a half years as a 
volunteer and later on a full-time basis. 

Asked how they will assure that the 
radio station does not become the voice for 
one particular group. Osborne says that as 
well as a 17-page constitution, there will be 
a board of directors completely separate 
from the operating executive.
